The chief difficulty lies 
not so much in the num- 
ber of Deputy-Secretaries 
to serve under the Acting 
(and, later, the perma- 
nent) Secretary - General, 
but in the scope and au- 
thority to be given to the 
successor of Dag Hammar- 
skjold It was fitting 
enough that the late Sec- 
retary-General should have 
been awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize at the U.N.’s 
anniversary, but vill his 
successor be permitted to 
ect as freely? Is he to be 
free to act within the 
framework of decisions 
and directives of the 
supreme bodies of the 
Organization, the Ge 
neral Assembly and the 
Security Council: or is his 
autnority to be restricted 
through an obligation to 
obtain the consent of his 
“Cabinet” in every im- 
poriant decision? In other 
words is the U.N. to be 
able to go on serving the 
purpose for which it was 
cieated. or is to become 
merely a platform for in- 
ternational debate and 
propaganda? 

Only two short months 
ago the late Secretary-Ge- 
neral wrote in a message 
to a meeting of the Jew- 
ish World Congress in Ge- 
neva: 

It is becoming rather too 
sharply clear that a cri- 
tical juncture has been 
reached im the world’s 
quest for peace. The ten- 
dency in some quarters to 
sound alarums must be de- 
precated, but that does not 
preclude recognizing facts, 
however harsh they may 
be. The greatest danger 
would be the failure to 
realize how utterly futile, 
how inane, resort to war 
would be... The U.N... 
must be an organization 
that by growing in 
strength and authority 
will become ever more ef- 
fective in the works of 
peace and human ad- 
vancement, 

A year ago, when the 
offensive against the U.N. 
wasformally launched, the 
same Dag Hammarskjold 
‘ appealed to the smaller 
nations and reminded them 
that they, rather than the 
great powers, vitally need 
“the world Body. The first 
weeks of the current As- 
sembly have shown that 
they can influence deve- 
lopments: were it not for 
their opposition the “Troi- 
ka” proposal would stil! 
be there. World order does 
not mean preventing 
changesaimed at removing 
injustice; it means secur- 
ing essential changes 
without too great a acri- 
fice of human rights and 
freedom giving rise to new 
injustices. The problem of 
the U.N. is thus much 
more than the “Cold War” 
or balance of power: it is 
the problem of the destiny 
of man and nations.
